He la billed first to spend several days in 
Ottawa, Toronto. Montreal and Quebec

step over into American territory for successive stops 
and speeches at New York. Boston. Harvard and Yale 
universities, philadelphia. 
Baltimore. 
Washington, 
and Cincinnati. Leas than three weeks in all will be 
spent on North American soil before he starts on his 
homeward voyage. 
The itinerary as laid out will, of course, be an In­ 
teresting one for General Smuts, and he will not lack 
a cordial reception at any of the places visited. How­ 
ever. lf his object in coming was to learn as much as 
possible about the two countries and their people, his 
time could have been better employed by extending 
the trip over a wider territory.

AN EAGLE SCOUT. 
A 19-year-old Brooklyn boy was arraigned before a 
police judge there on a burglary charge recently. 
“I’m an eagle scout, your honor." he told the Judge. 
‘Tv* never done anything to dishonor my standing 
as such." He denied any knowledge of the robbery 
and told how he had been looking for a job. 
’T don’t believe an eagle scout would commit a rob­ 
bery.'* the Judge remarked. He dismissed the charge 
and then helped the boy get a job. 
The incident was a real tribute to the scout move­ 
ment ' It doesn’t mean that scouts never have or 
never will get into trouble, nor that they wouldn't 
be punished lf they did. Th* incident did reveal the 
Judge’s confidence in boy scout training. 
Th* Judg* may not have read any psychology texts 
but he showed himself a pretty Mtute judge of hu­ 
man conduct. 
He was aware of a boy training pro­ 
gram based on do s instead of don’t*, a 
program 
which encourages healthy, constructive efforts which 
stimulate boys in both an individual and competitive 
way. 
He knew that boys with plenty to do rarely 
caused trouble and that the scout program supplied 
abundant 
means for 
outpouring of the boy spirit. 
That the accused youth was an eagle scout was to 
him proof sufficient of the type of activity in which 
the boy was likely to engage. 
The scout movement has come to be so generally 
accepted that it is often taken too much as a matter 
of fact. Incidents such as the Brooklyn one are re­ 
freshing in calling to mind the part it is playing in 
directing boys into wholesome activity and in encour­ 
aging a chivalrous and kind character development.
